‘ > : 

The great International Exposition which 
is to be held at St. Louis, U.S.A., in 1904, 
to celebrate the one-hundredth anniversary 
of the purctrase of the Louisiana Territory 
from France by the United States, will have 
a direct bearing on the commercial and 
political development of Far Eastern nations 
and colonies. - The remarkable success that 
has attended the diplomatic negotiations of 
Commissioner-General Bakretr with Asiatic 
Governments for their participation has-been 
due probably in a considerable ‘measure to 
his skilful presentation of the mutual benefits 
to result alike to them and the United States: 
from their taking part ona large seale. All 
the world is now more concerned about Asia 
than ever before, The events of the last 
decade have attracted the attention of foreign 
governments and peoples increasingly each 
year until now there is a degree of interest 
that is’ attached to” no‘other section of the 
earth, The St. Louis World's Fair, or 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition—~as ft is 
technically known,— will undertake to in- 
clude in its vast ‘extent of buildings and 
grounds, and in its marvellous collec- 
tion of exhibits, a reproduction—as it were 
—in miniature of Asia and‘Australasia, or 
of lands and peoples bordering upon the 
Pacific seas. According to the clearly- 
worded representations of Commissioner 
BARRETT, the millions of visitors at St. 
Louis _Tgo4 will be -able, with 
stheir own eyes, to. see 
as they are to-day and to form from tangible 
evidence a correct idea of their actual 
and potential wealth, of their real resources 
and products, of their area and population, 
of their racial, social,"’political, and educa- 
tional as well as their commercial, physical 
and material characteristics. The St. Louis
